LONDON, Jan..11 (AP). — A 
declaration of its intention to keep 
the Ukrainian and White Russian 
territories incorporated into the 
Soviet Union in 1939 came today 
from the Soviet Government, 
which at the same time reaffirmed 
its desire for a strong, independent 
Poland to be rebuilt with areas 
wrested from Germany, asguring 


it an outlet to the Baltic Sea. 

In an official statement broad- 
cast by: the Moscow radio, the 
Russians offered the “Curzon | 
ne” of 1919 as a possible basis 
for a new Russian-Polish border, 
a line which would leave the U. 
8. S. R. in possession of all but 
3800 square miles of the Polish 
territory the Red Army occupied 
under the 1939 Soviet-German par- 
tition of Poland. 

“The Soviet Government does 
not regard 1939 borders as un- 
changeable,” the statement said, 
adding that corrections can be 
made in Poland's favor in districts 
where there is an overwhelming 
Polish population.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 11.— 
Alroy 8. Phillips of St. Louis, a 
leader among the opponents of 
the present nonpartisan court 
plan, has prepared 4 complicated 
“compromise” plan for submission 
to the Judicial Committee of the 
Constitutional Convention, of 


which he is a delegate. 
Phillips’ plan would abolish the 


appointment of appellate Judges 
and circuit and probate Judges 
in St. Louis and Jackson County 
by the ‘Governor from a list of 
nominees submitted by judicial 
commissions. He would substi- 


tute election by the people of nom- 
inees whose names would be, sub- 
mitted on nonpolitical ballots. The 
voters would have their choice be- 
tween nominées of different polit- 
ical parties, but the political -affil- 
jations of the nominees would not 
be designated on the ballot. 

Under the present plan, which 
has twice received the approval 
of the voters, nominations are 
made by commissions in the State, 
in each court of appeals district, 
and in the St. Louis and Jackson 
County circuits. The Phillips com- 
promise proposal sets up a com- 
plicated system for the selection. 
of the commissioners and for their 
selection of the nominees. , 

Aside from that, it returns the 
selection of circuit Judges to the 
old political system unless by an 
election the people vote to adopt 
the proposed new system. 

Detailed Steps. 
The successive steps outlined 
re: 
a In each county a judicial com- 
mission of five members would 
be elected at the regular primary 
election on nonpolitical ballots, the 
candidates getting their names on 
the ballot either by petition or by 
declaration of candidacy. 

This commission would nomi- 
nate two candidates of different 
political affiliation for each vacan- 
cy to be filled in each local judi- 
cial office except justice of the 
peace, or magistrate, as such jus- 
tices may be called under & new 

titution. 
ae circuits of only one county, 
such as St. Louis, St. Louis Coun- 
ty, Jackson County and a few oth- 
ers, this commission would nomi- 
nate two candidates for each va- 
cancy on the circuit bench. 

One of the nominees would be 
elected on a nonpolitical ballot at 
the general election. 

In rural circuits comprising 
more than one county each county 
commission would appoint two per- 
sons of different politics for each 
2000 votes cast for Governor in 
the county in the preceding elec- 
tion to make up the judicial com- 
mission for the circuit. This com- 
mission would nominate two can- 
didates of different politics for cir- 
cuit judge, and they would appear 
on a nonpolitical ballot at the 
general election. 

Supreme Court Selections. 

This is sufficiently complicated, 
but it hardly approaches the setup 
for the selection of Supreme Court 
and Courts of Appeals Judges, 
which will be accomplished by 
what amounts to a convention. 

Each judicial circuit commission 
would appoint two persons of dif- 
ferent politics as members of a 
state commission, which would 
nominate two candidates for each 
vacancy on the higher courts. This 
commission would consist of 76 
members, and ¢ach member would 
cast one vote for each 1000 votes 
cast for Governor im his county, 
and thus the candidate for the ap- 
pellate courts would be nominated. 

The proposal prohibits judges 
from holding office in any polit- 
ical organization or from contrib- 
uting any money toward the nomi- 
nation or election of the commis- 
sions or for his own election. 

Phillips expects to present his 
“compromise” to a subcommittee.

Under the plan adopted etoday 
by the sub-committee by a four-to- 
two vote, the recommendation to 
the whole committee will be that 
it report in favor of electing only 
the Governor, Lieutenant Gover- 
nor and Secretary of State, the At- 
torney General to be appointed by 
the Governor and the State Super- 
intendent of Schools by a bi- 
partisan board of education to be 
appointed by the Governor, 

It will be proposed that the of- 
fices of State Auditor and. State 
Treasurer be abolished, the duties 
of auditor to be placed under the 
Secretary of State. The treasury 
would be under the State Finance 
Department, the head of which 
would be appointed by the Gover- 
nor. Provision would be made by 
the Legislature in the general set- 
up for a post audit of all state 
finances, the Secretary of State’s 
auditing duties to be confined to 
current check on receipts and ex- 
penditures. 

Under the plan now proposed, all 
the tax collection duties at present 
in the State Auditor, Secretary of 
State and State Treasurer would 
come under one official to be ap- 
pointed by the Governor. This| 
would include the collection of the 
sales, income, inheritance and 
gasoline taxes and the collection 
of the automobile and drivers li- 
cense fees, 

The action of the subcommittee 
was announced by former Gov. 
Park, chairman of the subcommit-

BRONDER SAYS 
REDS WILL WORK 
WITH CAPITALISM 


Communists Will Cease 
Naming Tickets—Will 
S eek to Promote 
‘Teheran Perspectives.’

NEW YORK, Jan. 11 (AP).— 
American Communists, in addition 
to abandoning their status as a 


political party, will drop their tra- 
ditional objective of establishing 
socialism. and will co-operate with 
capital’s free enterprise system, 
says Earl Browder, general secre- 
tary of the party. 

He told 15,000 persons at a Com- 
munist rally last night that the 
new policy was formulated to pro- 
mote national unity for “realiza- 
tion of the perspectives laid down 
in Teheran.” 

“Capitalism and socialism have 
begun to find the way to peaceful 
co-existence and collaboration in 
the same world,” he said. 

On this basis, Browder added, it 
is the duty of all except those in 
Axis-controlled countries “to exert, 
all influence to minimize and if 
possible to eliminate the use of vio- 
lent struggle for the settlement of 
inner problems.” 

“Marxists will not help the reac- 
tionaries by opposing the slogan of 
‘free enterprise,’” Browder said. 
“If anyone wishes to describe the 
existing system of capitalism in 
the United States as ‘free enter- 
prise,’ that is all right with us.” 

Declaring Teheran gave promise 
of “maintaining an orderly world 
which will give us some genera- 
tions of peace,” Browder said: 

“It is my considered judgment 
that the Ameritan people are so 
ill-prepared, subjectively, for any 
deep-going change in the direction 
of socialism that postwar plans 
with such an aim would not unite 
the nation, but would further di- 
vide it. 

He-added that “in the peculiar 
American sense of the word, the 
Communists will not be operating 
as a ‘party,’ that is, with their own 
separate candidates in elections, 
except under special circum- 
stances when they may be forced 
rs pet through ‘independent candi- 

a es’,”” 


Browder asserted the Commu- 


nists were neither joining, indors- | 


ing nor condemning the Democrat- 
ic or Republican parties, but “were 


taking the line of issues and not |t 


of parties.” 


CITY SUES FOR $217,953 
ON LICENSE TAX CLAIM 


Suit to recover $217,953 in license 
taxes alleged to be unpaid since 
1938 was filed in Circuit Court to- 
day against the Mississippi River 
Fuel Corporation. 

The city’s petition states the cor- 
poration, which distributes natural 
gas, paid merchants’ license taxes 
totaling $8306 during the period 
when it should have paid a higher 
tax authorized under an ordinance 
passed-in 1938. , 

Acknowledging that the license 
collector “erroneously and without 
authority” continued to collect the 
smaller tax, the suit seeks to re- 
cover the difference between the 
two amounts. 

The ordinance adopted in 1938 
provides for a 5 per cent license 
tax on the gross receipts of all 
businesses engaged in the distri- 
bution of natural or artificial gas. 
The then existing ordinance over 
which this was to take precedence 
provides for a tax of $1.25 on 
$1000 of sales.

Answering questions put to him. 
by members of the audience, Shif- 
rin said that, while it is possible 
to locate on the East Side airports 
which would be closer in miles to 
the downtown area than sites 
studied in St. Louis County, it was 
difficult to bring them closer in 
travel time. 

Bridges Often Congested. 

“Under congested conditions 
which arise frequently on bridges 
spanning the river, it often takes 
as long as 30 minutes to get across 
the Mississippi,” he said. 

Shifrin cited estimates that 500,- 
000 planes, 9000 of them commer- 
cial transport planes, will be in 
use by 1950, and said that each 
large city must prepare now to 
build the major air terminals 
which will be needed to accommo- 
date such traffic. Most of the 
commercial traffic will be passen- 
gers, Shifrin said, and he estimat- 
ed that by the end of this decade 
airliners will carry 20 million pas- 
sengers annually. 

About 80 per cent of the planes 
in use by 1950 will be small pri- 
vately-owned planes, the engineer 
said. He advocated the city now 
give study to the need for facili- 
ties to meet this activity. 

St. Louis County was congratu- 
lated by G. J. Nooney, member of 
the City Plan Commission, on its 
refusal to consider the city’s pro- 
posal to locate a major airport 
on the Tesson Ferry site. After 
reviewing how commercial devel- 
opments bring blight to residential 
districts, Nooney said that the 
principle of zoning. “scored its 
greatest local triumph when the 
Municipal Airport Commission re- 
located the major airport at Co- 
lumbia Bottoms.” 

In the minds of the County 
Planning Commission, Nooney 
said, locating the field at Tesson 
Ferry would have blighted a vast 
area which had been set aside for 
development as a site for single 
family residences. “By its refusal 
to permit an airport there,” he 
added, “the County Commission 
has preserved the area'for resi- 
dential purposes.” 

Allen May, chairman of the 
Chamber of Commerce Committee 
on the Constitutional Convention, 
told of a compromise which had 
been worked out between repre- 
sentatives of the city and the 
county on proposals to permit ex- 
pansion of the city limits. 

“During the last few years there 
has been much feeling that there 
should be more unity between the 
two communities which have so 
much in common,” he said. “The 
thinking people in the county 
agree that our metropolitan area 
can grow only as they go along 
together. Several alternative pro- 
posals for merger or annexation 
have been made, but have been 
objectionable to the county. We

It had been arranged 
for LaValley to confer with labor 
spokesmen for 45 minutes to get 
the strikers’ side of the dispute, 
and to devote a like time to get- 
ting the management’s side, after 
which the two parties were to be 
brought together for a _ general 
discussion. 

A spokesman for Local 231, 
UAW, said LaValley gave the 
workers their 45 minutes, but 
took more time with A. J. Mum- 
mert, vice-president of McQuay- 
Norris. After LaValley was clos- 
eted with Mummert for 55 min- 
utes, 10 minutes beyond the al- 
lotted time, the strikers’ repre- 
sentatives walked out. 

Union officers have received no 
reply to a telegram they sent to 
the War Labor Board in Wash- 
ington ‘yesterday rejecting the 
board’s request that the strike, 
which began last Saturday, be 
ended at once. The telegram ac- 
cused the WLB of having broken 
a promise to act on a long-pend- 
ing wage appeal made when the 
workers ended a work stoppage 
last August.

(The words “incorrect asser- 
tions” apparently referred to the 
Poles’ remarks about the Red 
Army having been reported cross- 
ing the “frontiers of Poland” in its 
drive toward Sarny.) 

“As is known, the Soviet consti- 
tution established the Soviet- 
Polish border in accordance with 
the will of the population of the 
Western Ukraine and Western 
Byelo-Russia (White Russia), as 
expressed in a plebiscite which 
was carried out on a wide demo- 
cratic basis in 1939. 

“This territory of the Western 
Ukraine, populated by an over-

“The Soviet Government once 
again declares it is striving to- 
ward the establishment of friend- 
ship between the Soviet and 
Poland on the basis of solid, good 
neighborly relations and mutual 
respect and—if the Polish people 
desire it—on the basis of mutual 
assistance against the Germans 
as the main enemies of the Soviet 
Union and Poland, The realiza- 
tion of this task could be served 
by the incorporation of Poland 
into the Soviet - Czechoslovak 
agreement on friendship and mu- 
tual assistance and postwar col- 
laboration.

“The emigre Polish Government, 
cut off from its people, has shown 
itself incapable of erg re | 
friendly relations with the Sovi 
Union. It also has shown itself 
incapable of organizing an active 
struggle against the German in- 
vaders in Poland itself. 

“More than that, by its incor- 
rect policy it often plays into the 
hands of the German invaders. 
Meanwhile, the interest of Poland

Truman and Bennett C. Clark of 
Missourl, he was appointed Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue at Bt, 
Louls, and his work waa so pralise- 
worthy that Secretary of the 
Treasury Henry Morgenthau Jr. 
advised the President to name 
him United States Commiasioner. 

In the two and a half months 
that he has been Commissioner he 
is reported to have injected new 
life into the bureau, and soon he 
was being sounded out for the 
committee chairmanship. 

Fourth Term Speculation. 

The fact that the President per- 

gonally has entered the picture to 


persuade him to accept the chair- 
manship is regarded by many po- | 
litical observers in the capital as 
the most concrete indication thus | 
far that Roosevelt has decided to) 
run for another term.

Hannegan a Lawyer and Former 
College Athlete, 

Robert E. Hannegan was born 
in St. Louis in 1908, the son of the 
late Police Capt. John P, Hanne- 
gan, He was a graduate of &t. 
Louis University Law School in 
the class of 1925. In his college 
days he played on the university 
baseball, football and basketball 
teams, and he was for three sum- 
mers a minor league professional 
baseball player 

He was married in 1929 to Miss 
Irma Protzmann, daughter of a 
North St. Louis banker and real 
estate dealer. They have four 
children, 

In April, 1933, at the beginning 
of Mayor Bernard F. Dickmann’s 
first administration, Gov. Guy B. 
Park appointed Hannegan 4S 
Twenty-first Ward member of the 
Democratic City Committee, suc- 
ceeding a committeeman who had 
been elected to the Board of Alder- 
men. Dewey S. Godfrey, chair- 
man of the committee, resigned in 
August, 1934, and Hannegan was 
elected to succeed him as chair- 
man. 

Backed Dickmann.

between the Dickmann and anti- 


Dickmanh forces, Hannegan took |, 


the Mayor's side, -nd in June, 1935, 
the anti-Dickmannites, gaining the

In the August, 1986, primary, a 
fight on Chairman English in his 
own ward, the Twenty-fourth, re- 
sulted in English’s defeat for the 
committee. Hannegan, re-elected 
from the Twenty-first Ward, was 
chosen by the newly constituted 
committee as its chairman. 

Steps Up After Defeat. 


Thereafter, the close political re- 
lation between the Mayor and the 
chairman caused the phrase “Dick- 
mann-Hannegan machine” to be- 
come current. This phrase was 
taken up strongly by Republican 
critics after the unsuccessful at- 
tempt of Democratic partisans to 
take possession of the governor- 
ship early in 1941. Hannegan and 
the Mayor were among those at- 
tending the meeting at a St. Louis 
hotel, soon after the 1940 election,

Who Shall Control Liquor? 


A spokesman for the distilling industry, reply- 
ing to a recent assertion by the Post-Dispatch 
that the industry had failed at liquor control and 
that the Federal Govérnment should assume the 
responsibility, makes two principal points of de- 
fense in a letter printed today in the Mirror of 
Public “Opinion. 

These points, adduced by the executive direc- 
tor of the Conference of Alcoholic Beverage In- 
dustries, Inc., Mr. Baxter, are (1) that the dis- 
tilling industry is unable to do anything much 
about it, and (2) that retailers and the public 
should be doing more about it. 

Of course retailers and the public should do 
more. Equally of course, it is altogether doubt- 
ful that they will. The distillers form the only 
segment of the Hquor industry which is small 
and cohesive enough and which hag a big enough 
stake in the cleanliness of the business to take 
the leadership. 

If the distilling industry is powerless to clean 
upgthe black market conditiong which are bring- 
ing back criminal racketeering in liquor, as Mr. 
Baxter contends, then plainly the only recourse 
is for the Government to step in and take con- 
trol over the flow of whisky all the way from 
distillery to consumer, as we have proposed. Mr, 
Baxter’s assertion that the industry’s authority 
is inadequate to do the job does not appear to re- 
fute our proposal, but to document . it. 

The declaration of inadequacy which Mr. Bax- 
ter has filed seems, however, on the whole toa 
sweeping. He says the law does not allow the 
distiller to restrain the retailer from putting liquor 
to criminal use—yet what more formidable re- 
straint could there be than for the distiller to 
refuse to permit his liquor to be sold to law-vio- 
lating retailers? 

Mr. Baxter says, furthermore, that the dis- 
tiller cannot always tell from the records where 
his liquor is going. But does he try as well as 
he should? Does he trace as much ag he can trace 
from the records, and, when he finds whisky go- 
ing to law-breaking retailers, does he shut off 
the flow? It is undoubtedly true, as Mr. Baxter 
says, that the distiller cannot do all that needs 
to be done, but that does not absolve him of the 
responsibility for doing everything he’can do— 
and the evidence is all too plain that he is falling 
short of it. : 

If the distilling industry can offer the public 
nothing more hopeful than the statement from 
Mr. Baxter, if the most vigorous program it can 
propose is a profession of helplessness and.a pass- 
ing of the buck, it is indeed time for the Govern- 
ment to take into its own hands the public trust 
for law and order in the distribution and sale 
of liquor, 

Starts, and excellent starts, in this direction 
have been made in the recently-launched cam- 
paign against black marketeers by the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue, Mr. Hannegan; in the 
Justice Department’s anti-trust investigation of 
the liquor industry, and in the Treasury De- 
partment’s order last week calling for daily in- 
stead of monthly reports from liquor wholesalers, 
so that suspicious consignments can be quickly 
traced. But here is little prospect that these 
controls, or any others that are less than abso- 
lute, will be sufficient. The evils that are grow- 
in up apace are drastic, and call for drastic coun- 
ter-measures. Only a strong hand is going to 
rule. If it is not the Government’s, it will be 
the criminal’s. 
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A Strange Tax Protest 


Congress is moving to puta “tax on soft lights 
and sweet music,” which will take “an extra 20 
per cent out of the pockets of our fighting men.” 
This is the shocking disclosure conveyed in a 
broadside taking issue with the proposal for a 
20 per cent Federal levy on cabaret charges, 
It comes’ right out and sweepingly assails the 
plan as “the most unfair tax, excise or impost 
ever imposed.” Why? Because “it is a 20 per 
cent tax on everything a soldier eats and drinks 
when he takes his sweetheart out to a dine-and- 
dance place.” 

This blast is not released by any Amalgamated 
Association of Cabaret Owners, as might be ex- 
pected, but by the Illinois Servicemen’s Founda- 
tion, Inc,, Disabled Veterans of Illinois. It does 
not point out that soldiers and sailors, like the 
rest of us, will have to pay a tax of 20 per cent 
on gifts of furs and jewelry if the bill passes, a 
15 per cent tax on luggage, a higtier tax on movie 
and theater tickets, and other increased levies. It 
centers its fire exclusively on the cabaret tax. 

Why is the veterans’ organization so keenly 
interested in stopping the tax on cabaret charges, 
to the exclusion of all other items in the revenue 
bill, and with no notice of the fact that higher 
taxes are needed to help win the war? It would 
be interesting to find out how it happens that 
this veterans’ organization is going so vigorously 
to bat for a special interest group, the night-club 
owners, 
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Vincent Lopez, the orchestra leader, has written 
a book all about what is ahead for the world. 
Could this be the bandwagon of the future? 
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The Attorneys General. Join In 

The powerful fire-insurance interests rounded 
up some 20 Governors and 30-odd Insurance 
Commissioners to join in urging Congress to pass 
a law declaring this widespread business exempt 
from action under the anti-trust laws. That was 
an instance of lobbying on a grand scale. 

This pursuit has now been carried a step far- 
ther by inducing the Attorneys General of 34 
states to join in the insurance companies’ brief 
before the Supreme Court, which is to hear the 
Department of Justice’s appeal in the case of 
198 firms accused of violating the anti-trust laws. 
These officials base their brief on the theory that 
states’ rights would be violated by an affirmative 
opinion, and.that “Federal regulation” would 
inevitably result, 

The fact is, of course, that nobody is proposing 

Federal regulation of the insurance business, 
The only point at issue is whether this business 
shall be subject to Federal laws when it oper- 
ates across state lines, just like the utility busi- 
ness, the steel business and the butter-tub busi- 
ness, or whether it shall occupy its own special 
niche of privilege.

eral, Mr. McKittrick, what luck he has had in 
attempting to regulate the insurance business, 
They would hear about bribery, corruption and a 
failure to bring compliance with Missouri author- 
ity. This was an instance of the celebrated states’ 
rights which the insurance lobby now has made 
its No. 1 banner in the fight for special privilege. 
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A Fine Appointment, But— 

The new member of the St. Louis Board of 
Police Commissioners, Edwin B. Meissner, is an 
able and public-spirited citizen. His appointment 
by Gov. Donnell to fill the long-existing vacancy 
has received much, favorable comment. Yet, be- 
cause of a peculiarity in the law, Mr. Meissner 
and his colleagues on the board, Thomas F. Mul- 
doon and Louis Shifrin, will be powerless to 
effect any change in the board’s policy toward 
the gambling racket unless Edwin E. Huffman, 
president of the board, changes his attitude, and 
there has not been the slightest inkling of such 
an event. 

As the law reads (Section 7705), gambling 


‘cleanups are not the responsibility of the board 


as a whole, as are actions against other types 
of offense, but the business of the president alone, 
Policy on this is not made by majority vote, but 
by one man. “The president or acting president 
. « . Shall have the power to issue a warrant,” 
the law says; furthermore, he “is constituted a 
magistrate.” Not “the board shall have power” 
to act on gambling, but the president, on his 
own initiative, 

What are the prospects for action by President 
Huffman? The grand jury, reporting last month, 
stated it held the 

inescapable conviction that gambling in St. 
Louis will never be properly and completely 
under control by the authorities whose duty 
it is to suppress the evil so long as Edwin 
E. Huffman steadfastly remaing resistant to 
the taking of fearless and affirmative action 
to eradicate an evil which not only breeds 
corruption and violence, but which permeates 
its manifold consequences to the very door- 
steps of the schools and homes of our com- 
munity. 

Yes, the Meissner appointment is an excellent 
one, but the Police Board could have three J, 
Edgar Hoovers as its members with no visible 
progress toward a real gambling cleanup so long 
as Huffman and his dilatory policies remain in 


control, 
The board needs: able members, but most of all 
it needs an able president. When is Gov. Don- 


nell going to appraise properly the mass of evi- 
dence as to Huffman’s ompetence and act 


upon it? 
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Job for the Truman Committee 

It may be, as Adm. Land says, that there is 
no complete remedy for the structural defects 
which have caused several Liberty ships to break 
apart, sometimes at sea. A change in building 
methods, now that the period of hasty construc- 
tion is over, may be the only means to provide 
full safety. 

All this aside, however, there can be no possible 
justification for the acceptance of a ship with 
a crack in her hull that had been hidden by putty 
and paint, as Representative Magnuson of Wash- 
ington charges was done, This ship, the Washa- 
kie, broke open on the voyage from Alaska, but 
managed to reach Seattle safely. - 

Magnuson thus charges not only a flaw in con- 
struction, but a shocking failure on the part of 
inspectors.

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The Border Question Settled 


Radio Moscow affirms what must be as clear 
as victory to all but the most unworldly Poles:

Public opinion in New York State is acutely 
dissatisfied with the old-time political method of 
choosing Judges.

A Letter to the Editor of the Post-Dispatch 


A recent editorial in the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch condemned black market ac- 
tivities in this city, and stated that full 
responsibility for the distribution of mer- 
chandise to black marketeers rested square- 
ly upon distillers. 

This is not a fair statement. 


The responsible people of this industry 
distiller, wholesaler and retailer alike— 
are implacably opposed to black market ac- 
tivities. They have consistently urged and 
welcomed strict enforcement and the prose- 
cution of that fringe of their industry en- 
gaging in these practices. 

However, there are very definite limits to 
what a distiller‘can do. He does not have 
the police power necessary to deal sum- 
marily with low-breakers. There are laws 
that make it impossible for him to attempt 
to correct the business practices of the re- 
taller. He cannot presume to usurp the 
functions of an enforcement agency, 


Juggling With the Records 


Naturally, every responsible distiller 
makes a determined effort to keep tabs on 
where his merchandise is going. However, 
the type of wholesaler who would sell into 
the black market is shrewd enough to dis- 
guise his manipulations. An examination af 
his records, no matter how thorough or how 
regular, may not reveal such activities. Yet 
probably this is the only check available to 
the distiller, since in these days of inade- 
quate Man power, a check into the ulti- 
mate destination of every case of his prod- 
uct is impossible, 

The distiller is only too anxious to see to 
it that his merchandise gets into the hands 
of legitimate dealers and ultimately into 
the hands of the consumer at a legal price, 
However, he must have help. 

e retailer who is not getting his prop- 
er allotment is helping the black marketeer 


if he does not immediately report this fact 
directly to the distiller, The consumer who 
is willing to pay more than the ceiling price 
is providing the incentive that keeps the 
black marketeer in business, It’s anomalous 
on one hand to decry the existence of the 
black market and on the other hand to 
support its existence by being willing to 
pay any price to get what you want. 


Misdeeds Are the Minority’s 


There is no denying that there is a black 
market in liquor. It’s the same as in any 
other industry. When the demand is so 
much greater than the supply, there will 
inevitably be some few in every industry 
who will succumb to the temptation to make 
huge profits. As in any other business, this 
portion of the liquor industry is in the 
minority. 


So it is patently unfair to blame an en- 
tire industry because of the misdeeds of 
a few. The meat industry wasn’t condemned 
because a few butchers dealt in the black 
market, nor was the public’s regard for the 
dairy industry shaken because a black mar- 
ket sprang up in butter, 

The distillers are determined to preserve 
“the reputation for clean business conduct 
which the distillers have been slowly build- 
ing up since repeal” which was referred 
to in the Post-Dispatch editorial. But they 
need the help and understanding of the 
legitimate retailer and of the consumer. 

They need public recognition of the fact 
that black markets can be stamped out only 
by active co-operation on the part of all 
concerned, including the public—because it 
takes two to make a black market, a buy- 
er as well as a seller. P

They began to re- 
turn in 1920. They had returned with a 
vengeance in 1921. The bottom fell out of 
wages and prices, Never in all history, pos- 
sibly, was there such an abrupt and com- 
plete disintegration of an artificial price 
structure. And sorrow’s crown of sorrow 
in that dark year of 1921 was that almost 
nobody at all had saved any of his excessive 
earnings of the hectic war years. 

It would be well if all of us could see a

picture of those two amazing years. For 
1918 conditions are here again with boots 
and bells on. The estimated income of the 
American people for 1943 is staggering to 
the imagination. 

For the first time In 54 years, Oklahoma 
City had no “needy families” to call for help 
at the Yuletide. Everybody is employed. 
Thousands are receiving almost fabulous 
wages. And again a credulous people are 
heard to say, “Low wages and prices are 
gone forever.” 

But we cannot be certain that low wages 
and low prices are gone forever. In all like- 
lihood, they ‘will return full grown imme- 
diately after the closing of the war. At least 
there is a possibility that we shall have an- 
other 1921, 

And if that dread scourge breaks upon us 
again, the most unhappy of all mortals will 
be the man who has failed to save a part 
of the swollen wages he is receiving now, 
while the happiest man to face the day 
of a shattered economic structure will be 
the man who has saved every possible 
dollar of his earnings and invested it in 
Government bonds. 

The wisest man in this year of grace is 
the man who is taking advantage of his 


present opportunities and preparing his 


house for that possible rainy day. 


A Horde of Disagreeable People 
In Shabby Novel by Miss Hurst 


“Hallelujah,” by Fannie Hurst. (Harper & Brothers, 

New York.) 

As someone may have remarked before, 
it takes all sorts of people to make a world, 
and Fannie Hurst has selected some of the 
most disagreeable she could imagine for 
principals in her new novel. In tribute to 
her old home town (or is she getting even 
for something?), she has set the scene in 
St. Louis. 

In all fairness to Miss Hurst’s literary 
reputation, solidly founded on 10 or more 
successful novels and scores of short stories, 
it is to be sincerely hoped and believed 
that her latest book was written hurriedly 
for a purpose of her own, however obscure, 
and that the publisher saw fit to accept a 
first draft without regarding the obvious 
conclusion that better writing would be 
required in any advanced course in college 
composition. “Hallelujah,” in short, is a 
shabbily written story about people who are 
inconsequential or repulsive and occasional- 
ly revolting, 


Her principal characters are Lily Browne 
(spelled “Brown” five times on the en- 
thusiastic jacket blurb by someone who ap- 
parently fell asleep over the book, too); 
her companion, Oleander, the proverbial 
prostitute with heart of gold; Grant Sweet- 
land, scapegrace son of old Adolphus 
Sweetland; Florence Woolley, newspaper 
publisher, and Grant’s children by a pair 
of marriages, Neal and Eileen. There are 
many other figures, but none quite so irri- 
tating or unnaturally drawn as these. 

Thrown together by a trick of Miss 
Hurst’s circumstance, incredible even to 
those of her generation who leaped to their 
feet with affirmative cries when Maude 
Adams beseeched; “Do you believe in 
fairies?,” Lily B., the innocent young widow 
from Perkins, Mo., and Grant Sweetland, 
the profligate ex-millionaire, are married. 
Oleander, the girl with the golden ven- 
tricles, becomes Woolley’s woman,

And do they have their troubles! Sweet- 
land is a drunkard and a sadist, who at 
one point in the story kicks his dog to 
death. Woolley Is a drunkard, a lecher 
and a bore, although in the book he is sup- 
posed to be quite bright, always spouting 
from Bartlett's handy volume of quotations. 
Even Oleander gets a little fed up with 
that, so what does Miss Hurst expect of 
her fans? 

Grant’s son, Neal, has a lot of square 
marbles in his make-up, including an un- 
natural affection for his sister, Eileen, who 
is herself a little peculiar. Th hout, Lily 
B. remains as maidenly as if She hadn't 
even been married once, let alone twice, 
and in the end is left standing at the grave 
of her mother, a convicted murderess, fig- 
uratively holding hands with Prospect No, 
8, an old schoo] chum. 

If this book had the gusto and honest 
vulgarity of, say, “The Postman Always 
Rings Twice,” some excuse might be found 
for the sensually-meant passages it con- 
tains. Could it be that Miss Hurst is kid- 
ding her public, or has the reverse come 
true?

The Dutch Viewpoint. 

NE of the principal smaller 

nations is the Netherlands. 
On Dec. 28 the Netherlands For- 
eign Minister, Dr. Van Kleffens, 
addressed-by radio his own people 
in occupied Europe. 

Did he, as some well intentioned 
American commentators are sug- 
gesting, express the fear that his 
small country would be dictated to 
by the great powers? Not at all. 
Dr. Van Kleffens expressed the 
exactly opposite fear, namely that | 
Great Britain and the United 
States might again become dis- 
armed and, therefore, too weak to, 
protect the Netherlands against 
revival of German military pow- 
er: “When, therefore, Gen. Smuts 
advises us to collaborate with Eng- 
land after the war, my answer is | 
—we can only consider this pro-| 
vided that the British Empire and 
Great Britain particularly, show, 
like ourselves, that they have no 
intentions of once more going the 
way toward large-scale disarma- 
ment.” 

The Netherlands {is not the only 
country which takes the view that 
it will collaborate with Britain, 
and also with us,-if we are strong | 
but not if we again become weak. 
This is also the Belgian view. Dr. 
Van Kleffens says it “is not a mat- 
ter of doubt.” This is, we may be. 
quite sure, also the Norwegian | 
view, and it will unquestionably | 
be the French view as soon as we | 
manage to find our way to a more | 
statesmanlike recognition of 
France and its place in Europe and 
in the world. 

The notion is false that the 
smaller nations are opposed to the 
intermediate phase of organizing 
their neighborhoods for security.

The word “institutions” is fre- 
quently used in this country but 
it is often misunderstood.

But I believe that history will 
support the view that enduring 
institutions register, formalize and 
regulate organization which has 
already been formed.

can Constitution did not create the 


United States, the states which 
were already united adopted a con- 
stitution which made “a more per- 
fect union.”

organized, and actually, though 
the French and ethers protested, 
the writing of the covenant was

The Ballet Russe de Monte Carlo 
returned to St. Louis last night 
after a year’s absence for an en- 
gagement of three performances in 
the Kiel Auditorium. Wartime 
exigencies, affecting both the audi- 
ence and the performers, tended to 
rob the occasion of some of ‘its 
wonted excitement but the audi- 
ence, nevertheless was large and 


responsive. 
The program was dominated by 
“The Red Poppy,” a ballet com- 


: posed by Igor Schwezoff to an ar- 


rangement of the original “Red 
Poppy” score by Reinhold Gliere, 
the Soviet composer. This rear- 
rangement reflected thé existing 
entente cordiale among the three 
most powerful United Nations 
but its virtues did not lie in the 
dramatic plausibility or poetic 
beauty of its story. It was ap- 
pealing by reason of its rhythmic 
vitality, its color and, most of all 
because it provided a favorable 
setting for the ingratiating per- 
sonality and meticulous technique 
of Alexandra Danilova, 

Danilova’s Splendid Dancing. 

Mme Danilova was presented as 
a Chinese dancing girl. She ob- 
served the spirit of this characteri- 
zation by decorating her postures 
and movements with a variety of 
stylized gestures, all precisely 
timed and sculpturally beautiful. 
But she also had a fluency of mo- 
tion that was like a gracefully 
modeled cantilena in music through 
which she imparted warmth and 
tenderness of feeling. 

Frederic Franklin as the Rus- 
sian sailor impressed the audience 
with his authority and Alexander 
Goudovitch, substituting for Igor 
Youskevitch, contributed a meas- 
ure of excitement with the swirls 
and arabesques of the Ribbon 
Dance. The whole performance 
was notable for its pace, its timing 
and its sustained interest. 

The program was opened -with 
Bronislawa Nijinska’s ballet 
“Etude” which, as choreographic 
design, was the most interesting 
offering of the evening. Though 
opposed, in principle to the use of 
great music as a background for 
another art, I am forced to admit 
that Mme, Nijinska achieved a re- 
statement of Bach's music in terms 
that were spiritually elevated, In 
mood the ballet was cool and ob- 
jective and the composition both 
in motion and at rest had an archi- 
tectural balance in keeping with 
the abstract nature of the music. 
Unfortunately the execution did 
not have the chiseled perfection 
that the choreography demanded. 
Frederic Franklin was highly com- 
petent but Mme. Krassovska and 
several of her associates found it 
impossible to hold their stances at 
at the endings of the various epi- 
sodes. 

“Bluebird” Effective. 

The program also included “The 
Bluebird” in which Leon Dan- 
nielian did a number of very ef- 
fective entrechats, and the dances 
from “Prince Igor.” The latter 
had different choreography and 
different costumes from the ver- 
sion last seen in St. Louis. 

An orchestra of 55 pieces, about 
30 of whom were recruited from 
the St. Louis Symphony, was di- 
rected energetically by Franz Al- 
lers. The performance of the 
Bach excerpts was entrusted to a 
chamber orchestra which was 
much too thin for the size of the 
auditorium and which was distin- 
guished only by the excellent piano 
playing of Rachel Chapman. 

The second program of the 
series will be presented tonight. 
It will include two ballets which 
are new to St. Louis—“Chopin 
Concerto” and Agnes DeMille’s 
“Rodeo.”

0 dishes is the omelet. It is so 

delicate and fluffy that cooks 
the world over have come to think 
that omelets can do nothing but 
collapse almost immediately after 
they are slid from the skillet onto 
the serving platter. This sounds 
ironical because those who eat the 
omelet want to see and enjoy this 
delicateness just as well as the 
cook, Many tricks have been de- 
vised to make the omelet stay 
puffed.

The following recipe does produce 
the kind that stands up to the last 
mouthful if you follow directions 
carefully. 

Bread Crumb Omelet. 

One cup soft bread crumbs, one- 
half cup milk, four eggs, separated, 
one-half teaspoon salt, one table- 
spoon butter.

salt to ¢egg whites and beat until 
stiff. Fold whites into egg yolk 
mixture.

Today I am attending the birth- 
day lunch for Mrs. Carrie Chap- 
man Catt. I have often wanted | 
to go before, but this is the first 
time in some years that I will 
succeed in being present.

Catt has always been one of the 
people whom I have greatly ad- 
mired, I feel great pride in her 
many achievements. She _atill 
keeps her interest in what goes 
on in the world and her power to 
be of value to young people. As 
I grow older, I realize how re- 
markable it is to remain flexible 
and to be able to make a contri- 
bution in the discussion of new 
probiems. 


I am very happy to find that 
the women’s City Club in New 
York City, which now has its 
headquarters im the New Weston 
Hotel, is making the club facilities 
available to the wives of service- 
men who are temporarily in New 
York.

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Doctor on 
Drugs for 
Insomnia

NSOMNIA may be a symptom or 
| a disease or both. It may plague 

as a complication the sick bed of 
one who is ill of something else— 
a cold that has turned into a re- 
fleg habitual cough, convalescence 
from a‘ surgical operation, a bout 
of dyspepsia, flatulence—anything 
that upsets the nervous centers 
and leaves them quivering and ex- 
posed to the gusts and eddies of 
the harsh and cruel world. 


Then business worries, some- 
one’s death, a set of ideas that 
enter the skull and lope around 
and around, even after the light is 
turned off, the covers are pulled 
up, the ventilation is arranged, 
and the body is relaxed and ready 
for slumber. 

Here insomnia is a symptom. 
How to treat these sporadic, occa- 
sional instances, is sometimes an 
easy and sometimes a difficult 
problem,

IN THIS DAY and age it is 
likely that this form of insomnia 
will be treated by drugs and the 
drugs will be one of the barbi- 
turates. 

The difficulties with all drugs as 
hypnotics is first, that there is a 
distinct hazard, no matter what 
dosage is used, second, the danger 
of habituation, and, third, the 
chance that’ th do not always 
work as expected. And fourth, of 
course, they only imitate a normal 
sleep—and the sense of refresh- 
ment is not present in the morn- 
ing. ’ 

The medical profession had some 
hypnotic drugs before the barbitu- 
rates were discovered, There was 
paraldehyde, which had a wide 
range of safety in dosage and sel- 
dom caused habituation. The ob- 
jections to it were the terrible 
taste and odor and they also 
militated against its regular use. 

Then there was chloral hydrate 
—the knock out drops used to 
shanghai sailors. It is still a good 
hypnotic, but may be poisonous in 
even small doses, and has a dis- 
tinct tendency to habit formation, 

Another old timer is trianol, 
which still works dependably, 


x* * * 


BUT WHEN THE barbiturates 
were introduced in 1903, first in 
the form of veronal, a new era in 
the drug treatment of insomnia 
came in. It was never really re- 
spectable to use chloral or trianol 
or paraldehyde—it was a secret 
vice. 

But nowadays people almost 
boast about their use of the bhar- 
biturates—they have a bottle of 
veronal, or medinal, or seconal, or 
amytal, or luminal, or ipral, or ne- 
onal in the bathroom medicine 
chest and hit it almost at will. Of 
course, wise legislation in many 
states prevents the distribution of 
these products except on a doctor’s 
prescription, but the insomniacs 
get some just the same. 

The enormous increase in the 
variety of these preparations par- 
allels their popular use which has 
been most evident within the last 
25 years, On the whole they de- 
serve the popularity. They work, 
the lethal range is very wide, and 
the real danger of habituation to 
anyone with a healthy nervous 
system ig slight. So is the danger 
of poisoning. I have known peo- 
ple to swallow a hundred grains 
of veronal with suicidal intent, and 
wake up to be reconciled with a 
stormy world. 

They do not work very well in 
old people, and are apt to cause 
excitement rather than sleep. 


But there are better, or as good, 
ways of inducing sleep as by drugs,

Prima Ballerina and Morale Booster 


War Has Brought Many Changes for Both Danilova and the Ballet Russe

NIQUE in the world of bal- 
U let today is Alexandra Dani- 

lova. As prima ballerina of 
the Ballet Russe de Monte Carlo, 
her traditional role is that of the 
pampered star performer of the 
world - famous dancing ‘group. 
Now, however, everything is 
changed, The draft, Russian tem- 
perament, and the defense plants, 
have taken their toll of the cast 
and working group of the com- 
pany. Danilova, as the _ eldest 
member of the Ballet Russe, the 
only remaining performer trained 
in the School of the Ballet in 
Leningrad, acts as teacheg, dis- 
ciplinarian, morale-booster and 
general moving spirit of the en- 
tire group.

East felt that even a six diamond 
contract, not vulnerable, should be 
a save against the apparently sure 
game of the opponents, but he re- 
lied too much on the fact that they 
had thus far been satisfied to stop 
short of a slam. As a matter of 
fact the North-South hands, viewed 
as a unit, amply justified a slam 
contract, but it was not too easy 
to reach. Only after South had 
made a forcing pass to six dia- 
monds, thus signifying his willing- 
ness to let North go on in spades, 
did North feel that a slam would 
be‘a sound investment, 

The declarer took due notice of 
West’s penalty double, and planned 
his play so that he would not be 
automatically defeated by a 30 
break in the trump suit. The dia- 
mond ace won the first trick, and 
a heart was led to the blank ace. 
A club to the ace was followed by 
two top hearts. South discarded 
his losing diamond but carefully 
and deliberately ruffed the heart 
queen. A club ruff in dummy al- 
lowed South to ruff another heart. 
The next three plays were, club 
ruff, diamond ruff, club ruff. (At 
no time was declarer greatly fear- 
ful of an over-ruff by Weat, be- 
cause that defender waa marked 
with at least two trumps and if 
he used one in ruffing, he would 
be giving up his natural trump 
trick.) Now, with three trumps 
each in the South and West hands, 
declarer led and passed the trump 
jack, West won but had to return 
a trump from the K-9 up to de 
clarer’s A-10 tenace,
